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SWEPT BY A STORM. 

Great D«struotlon Done Along 
th« Atlantic Coast. 
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thm LoM Will RcMh Hundred* of Thon> 
Mate of Oollan and Mmny I>1m«» Have 

and nthen Hatty OMMf«<—IMatt« •( 

the Storm. 

New YonK.Oct. 13.— A veritable hur- 
ricane lias swept over this section of the 
country. Tlie wind blew with terriflo 
force, reaching, at Sandy Hook, a veloc- 
ity of 75 mil( 's an hour. The tides rost 
to a height many feet greater than has 
been leen for yean, and the waves all 
•long the Atlantic coast swept in with a 
foroe that carried everything before 
them and did damage to the amoont of 
hniulrcd.s of thonsaiuls of dollars. Sandy 
HfK)k and points along the Jersey coast 
felt the fury of the storm most of all, 
bat Coney Island experienced, so far n 
has yet been learned, the most dir* l ul 
resnlts. The benches were swept ( Iran, 
pavilions were overtomed and carried 
seaward, bathing hoases and board- 
walks. cvcrytlniiK not far inland on tlie 
famous island, was torn up and piled 
high beyond the coastline, or were oar- 
ried out to sea. 

At Brighton Beach the stone walks in 
front of the hiii hotel were nnder water, 
and the famous Seidl concert hall was 
inundated and partially carried away. 
The well-kept lawns in front of the 
Oriental hotel and Manhattan Beach 
hotel were laid waste and the lower por 
tions of the hotels flooded. Innunier- 
alile small building's were simply picked 
up iHKlily and carried away by wind or 
waves. 

At Far Rockaway, the fury of the 
gale was indeeoribaUe. Thoiie honaea 
which were bnilt on pilet in SOnd were 
washed away, and those higher up 

which for years have been out of the 
reach of the highest tides were fl(K)ded. 

Along the Jersey coa«t most of the 
damage done was to piers and to break' 
waters. Preparations had been made, 
a.s forewaniings of the storm had been 
given some days before. 

As yet vei^- little damage to slnpping 
has been reported for on account of 
Wfuuings many crafts delayed sailing, 
and other that hod cleared retained for 
a safe anchorage. 

Hog i.sland added anotlier big section 
to that iiorriuii whidi had iireviously 
gone to sea and another such sturni 
would wipe it and sevt ral other adjoin- 
ing districts out of existence altogether. 

The ferry hoase, dock, board walk 
and pavilion of the FAr Rockaway Im- 
provement company were totally 
wrecked. The Casino, the United States 
hotel, the Tackapausha house and tlu< 
Dolphin hotel were among tboiie build- 
ings which had at least two feet of water 
on their ground floors. 

At Wave Crest the damage will 
amount to about .-?.")0,0(X). Nearly all the 
improvements made by the Lancaster 
Improvement company near this phvce 
in the last two years are washed away, 
piled np in broken masses or baxied un- 
der tons oi sand. 

A great deal of damage was done at 
Ed^'emere. tlie tide rising so high as to 
threaten to undernune the Edgi'mere 
hotel. This huge sti-ucture was thought 
to occupy a place of safety, but nothing 
■owned to be lafe in this rush of the 
waves. The water swept up and made 
a breech in the sand all along the 400 
feet of frontage of the hotel. It waslu-d 
its way underneath the buildings and 
•t one time threatened its destruction. 

At Aveme seveml sammer cottages 
were lifted fmm their fcondationi and 
OOmpletely wrecked. At this place also 
several hundred yards of track was 
washed a way. 

In New Jersey all the lowlands were 
under water, and the usual washouts of 
railroad lying along the coast are re - 
ported. In this po^cnlar the electric 
roads suffered most. 

At Sandy Hook, where even the 
bn'ath of breeze can be twisted into a 

!;ale, the blow was a howling hurricane, 
t was a fearful night for the observer 
•nd for all who had rea s o n to venture 
within sight of the seas. The waves 
broke higher than ever before and at 
one time tlie old tower, wliicli incuniing 
and oatgoing ships signal, shook and 
tottered as though it would be blown 
over. This was toward morning, when 
it is estimated the gale was speeding 
along in the vicinity of 70 ndles an 
hoar. 

The storm wius tlie most devastating 
that luis visited Sea Isle City since tht? 
great storm u( 1U89, which was accom- 
panied by a tidal wave. The streets 
were flooded and many hotels and cot- 
tages along the narrow strip of sand be- 
tween Town.sends and Corsons inlets 
were wret^ked or badly danuiged. The 
sea attacked the beach in front of the 
Branswiok hotel, the finest stroctnre on 
thai pofMen of tha ooMn,aod looBthe 
front of th* boilding began to sag. It 
dropped lower and knror as the waves 
beat vptiolail ItoaA la %f«fvlMMii 



the structure fell in a mn-ss of ruins. 

North of -Sea Isle City the fronts of 
many of the cottages luive beenonder- 

mined ; some of the cottages have id- 
ready fallen and others are ready to fall. 

Many catastroplies iiuist riniie when the 
sea resuiiies its imuiiding at high tide. 
Sea Isle City is entirely cut off from 
train connection, not a train since Sat' 
arday. The branch <rf the Soath Jersey 
railroad, which was in the course of 
construction to Ocean City, is washed 
away for fully half a mile. 

Lilesaving crews have been on the 
alert ever since the storm began. They 
have been required to do Uttle in the 
way of saving life 

At Long Branch the new iron pier, 
which many times was shaken to its 
vmy foundation, so fur has stood th* 
t«J.st. It i.s thought it may yet go it the 
force of the waves is not lessened. 

The wind blew a gale of 60 miles at 
A.sbtuy Park. Thousands of people 
lined the shore and watched the fury of 
the wave and the destruction that came 
in witli every break(>r. Evci-y movaVde 
thing within the reach of the waves 
was nsed as a battering ram to break 
tlowu the stroctores on the beach. The 
k'reat board walk was pounded to pieces 
in many places. From Deal Lake to 
tlie boundary line it is a complete 
wri'ck. Tlie marble nionument, which 
tnarks the spot wlieretlie New Era went 
down in tlie early days of Asbory Park, 
was undenuiuded by the waves ami 
toppled over into the »ett. The Davis 
studio on the beach was caught up by 
tlii^ waves and carried outward, aiul 
then sliattered liy the breiikers. The 
beach is strewn with wreck:it:e. 

The scenes in Egg Harbor City, N. J., 
are distressing. The wind blew a hur- 
ricane and many houses were unroofed 
and many people were foroed into the 
streets. 

Among the cioft reported sunk or 
damaged is the schoojier yaclit Novel- 
ette, which was driven asliore. The 
yacht is badly damaged and is likely to 
go to pieces. She is owned in Philadel- 
phia and hod been recently overhauled 

there. 

The storm along the sound was very 
severe, but not as disastrous as on the 
ocean coastline. 

Only five steamers arrived yesterday, 
as follows : Menenmesliasa. from StfK-k- 
ton-on-Tecs ; AUer. from I'rehem; Kai- 
ser Wilhelm, from (Jenoa; Anohria. 
from Glasgow, and Cevis, from Liver- 
pool. 

Among the steamers due are the Na- 
eoehee, from Savannah ; Seminole, from 
Charleston ; two Old Dominion liners, 
from Richmond and Norfolk; Alliancia, 
from Colon ; Elmar, from New Orleans ; 
Schiedam, from Amsterdam; Croft, 
from Dandee; LlandalT Oi^, from 
Swansea, and Isley, fkom Smyrna. 
They may be inside the hook, but as 
communication is cut off it is impossi- 
ble to Icam anything about them. At 
last reports the wind was blowing a 
gale from the sontheast with weather 
cloudy. 

ALONG NIwTnQLAND COAST. 

After Rapine Forty-Kiglit Ildiirsthe Storm 
Ih Soiitcwliat AI>at4Ml. 
Boston-, Oct. lU.— The V,'. st India 
hurricane which has swept the Ni w 
England coast for the pest 48 hours 
with almost unparalleled severity, com- 
pletely tieing up shipping, is subsiding, 
and the worst has jirobably been I'XinTi- 
enced ; while, for the first time dc.riiii,' 
the entire blow, rain is falling. Not a 
vessel of any description has left port 
since late Saturday afternoon. Every 
point along the coast from NeMrport to 
Eastport reports practically the sanu' 
condition, and there is an entire ab- 
sence of any kind of shipping outside 
the harbors. 

The highest wind velocity in this city 
w iLs felt shortly before noon yesterday, 
wlion 60 miles an hour was recorded. 

Absence of rain has been one of the 
most noteworthy feature of the storm. 

At Block island the wind reached a 
maximum of 80 miles. 

The vessels which have arrived and 
and the fleet consisted of three steamers 
and four schooners, all reported a ter- 
rific sea running in the liay, while the 
roadsteads of the harbor are completely 
filled with storm bound craft. 

The storm, assisted by a very high 
tide, was very destructive to small boats 
in tlie harbor and to beach houses aloii;,' 
shore. Fifteen yiu'hts broke from then 
iiKKiring otf South iioston and are lii}.'li 
and dry on the marshes at Dorchester, 
while u number are sunk in various 
TM)iiit8 in the upper buy. Along the 
Maine coast the Storm was not so se- 
vtare. 

B«p«rl From Atlaatla Oltr. 

Atlantic City, Oct. l.'i. — The storm 
whicli burst ujion this part of the coun- 
try Sunday moi'iiing continues with no 
signs of abatement. RefKirts come in 
from outlaying districts show that much 
damage has been done along the coast 
by the high tides. This city is cut oil 
from the outside world, both the Head- 
ing and Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
panies posting notices that trains could 
not be run in or ont of the citv. 

Yesterday afternoon Charles Mason 
and his fuoily were driven out of their 
home by the water. A similar case is 
reported from Chelsea, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Whittaker were taken in a boat 
from their home on Hummocks. About 
6 o'clock last night the brigantine steam- 
boat wharf, 800 feet in lenjrth, was 
washed awoy, and a frame bnflding ad- 
joining the Ul-teted Oasino, where the 
Elk duaeter happened two yean ago, 
was torn down ay the waves.

going into foreign wattrs without per- 
mission. 

Her captain and crew are under bond 
to answer the charges ol canning an 
expedition to Cuba.

The little girl, becoming alarmed, 
slipped out of bed and, Ughting a candle 
ran down stairs. She shrieked in terror 
at the sight of her father, who was 
lying stretched upon the floor, and fell 
upon his chest crying for him to 
awaken. He died without recovering 
consciousness.

Lake Mnxs, la., Oct. 18.— The young 
man under arrest here on tlio charge ol 
having been implicated in the double 
murder and bank robbery at Slu-rburne. 
has made a confi'ssion. acknowled>;inp 
that he was associated in the affair. He 
says that the man killed wliile resisting 
arrest near Blmore was his brother. He 
\vill not reveal his true name or the lo- 
cation of his home. 

The conf(\ssion was secured by his 
cantor. Marshal Ruby. In it lie declares 
that his brother jilanned tlie robbery 
and killed tlie two men in the Slier- 
burne bank. After detailinu' the killing 
of the two men he said he and his 
brother were greatly alarmed lest tliev 
be iieniied up in the bank and botVi 
acreed that they mast work raindly. 

lie continues: "I went to the money 
drawer and took out the money. I 
thought there was about $7(MI in the 
bunch that I liiid. I put it in a sack that 
we had for that purpose. Then we cut 
the .screen to the back window and left 
town on our bicycles. I handed my 
brother the money and he put it in hi> 
bicycde bag. We separated about two 
and one-halt' or three miles out of Sher- 
burne. My brotlier, being llie be>t 
rider, made south for the slate line and 
I took a southwesterly direction until I 
got south of Jackson and then I struck 
out south along the Des Moines river to 
Algoiia. Then I crossed the country 
around by Britt and Forest City toLak< 
Mills. I'had a pretty hard time getting 
through." 

After making the confession to Mar- 
shal Ruby the latter wanted the pris<Mi- 
ertotelllii- right name, bnt he shook 
his head and said: "I do not wish to 
let my folks know anything,' about this. 
I suppose I shall plead guilty under an 
assumed name." 

The name he first gave upon being 
taken into custody was Jim McMnllen. 
He now says that it is fictitious, but will 
give no other, so that is the name under 
which he will probably be arraigned. 
He will be taken to the Blue Earih 
county iail, located in Blue Earth City, 
for suekeepiug, as it is considered dan- 
gerous to lodge him in the coun^ jail at 
Fairmoont, the county seat of Martin 
county, in which the Sherburne affair 
occurred.
